The new weapons shipments 
were sald to include the sawest 
model of Mig-21 jets, a small um- 
ber of Mig-23s, several Su-7 fight- 
er-bombers, more SAM ground-to- 
air missiles and radar equipment, 
as well as a number of ground-to- 
ground medium-range missiles that 
potentially could be used on cities 
in Teraei, the sources 5814, 

The total consignment was term- 
ed “substantial” and the ship- 
ments should begin shortly and will 
extend over the next few months. 

Some of the new equipment, such 
as the Mig-23s, was sald to be in- 
tended strictly for Soviet use under 
exclusive Soviet contro], the sources 
said. It was not clear at this stage 
whether the medium-range rockets 


also would remain under Soviet con- 
trol, 

This type of sophisticated equip- 
ment is concentrated, according to 
intellugence reports, in several bases 
reserved Yor the Soviets such a3 
the major base of Cairo West, once 
one of Britain's key Egyptian bases. 


The Mig-28s are so far chiefly 
used for reconnaissance, training 
purposes and special missions, and 
are only flown by Soviet pilots. 
The report said thet the new 
weapons programe apparently also 
prowidées for the dispatch of more 
Soviet pilots to Egypt, partly for 
Russia’s own needs there, and postly 
to train Egyptians and possibly 
“assist” them in the event of emer- 
gency “defence needs.” 


The whcle Egyptian air defence 
system remains under Soviet con- 
trol and direction, and while some 
Sovier crews may have been reduced 
or even withdrawn from missile 
sites, they have not altogether been 
removed, reportedly ¢ach site re- 
mains under direct Soviet super- 
vislon and guidance. 

New SAM sites are belng instal- 
led around the Aswan Dam where 
the Soviets aiso are currently estabd- 
Itshing an air base, 


The new Sovietssupplies to Egypt 
stem from an agreement concluded 
by the Kremiin with President Sa- 
dat during his visit to Mcscow 
last October, the sources reported. 

Cairo was said to have presen- 
ted an impressive “shopping 115" 
for new weapons, most of which 
was approved by Moscow. 

Western diplomatic sources snid 
that the Eussian arms increase 
contributed significantly to tha de- 
cision by the U.S. to sell additional 
Phantom jeta to Israel. 


SADAT PLANS AUSTERITY 
AFTER STUDENT UNREST 


CAIRO (Reuter). — The Egyptian Egyp' 
government, under flre from stu- 
dent circles for inaction against 
Israel was expected to impose 
sweeping new austerity measures 
after its meeting last nighr. 

President Anwar Sadst yesterday 
conferred with War Minister Gen- 
eral Mohamed Ahmed Sadek, and 
also reacted swiftly to signs of 
student unrest by calling in Interlor 
Minister Mamdouh Salem and the 
Youth Secretary of the Arab So- 
ciatist Union, Dr, Kamat Abul Mad. 

University undergraduates in Cairo 
— usually a pointer in Egypt to 
political undercurrents — have de- 
manded that the universities be 
closed for two months while stu- 
dents are given military training. 
At two stormy meetings this week 
they also demanded priority for 
war production and a halt to all 
luxury spending. ; 

CUT IN EXPENSES 
Officials felt that new austerity 
measures to be announced shortly 
would allay any feeling among stu- 
dents or others that the government 
was aHowing the political situation 
to drift. Informed sources saki the 
‘Cabinet would announce cuts in 
unnecessary expenditure in both 
governmental and private sectors. 

President Sadat has already or- 
dered his new government to put 
the Egyptian economy on @ war 
footing and sdid on ‘Tuesday night 
that the battle ia no longer just 
with Israel “but also with ‘the 
US." 

Since taking office, President 
Sadat hes relaxed many of the re- 
strictions placed on students under 
the regime of the late Abdul Nasser 
and has removed police from the 
university compounds, 

President Sadat, in 
sponse to student demands, an- 
nounced that military training cen- 
tres wouki be set up in 
Egypt's 24 governorates. He has 
laid stress since taking over office 
from Nasser on the democratization 


-of government. Yesterday morning 


it was announced that some 12,000 


Egyptians deprived of political 
rights since 1962 would have them 
restored. 

Our Arad Affairs Reporter adds: 

The Egyptian news media are 
evidently underplaying the student 
unrest in the country. The Cairo 
students meeting on Tuesday night 
warranted only a brief report yes- 
terday by the Middle East News 
Agency, which said only that the 
students had called on the Egyptian 
government to take a strong stand 
on the Middle East issue. The re- 
port also stated that the students 
had rejected the resumption of Dr.

Soviets building 
giant new ship, 
possibly tanker 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The So- 
viet Union is building 2 huge new 
ship — ite largest ever — and 
some American naval analysts re- 
portedly believe it may the Rus- 
sians’ finst true aircraft carrier. 

Pentagon sources sald Tuesday, 
construction has not advanced to 
the point where an accurate assess- 
ment can be made. Their evidence 
points to either a carrier, a large 
helicopter carrier, or possibly a su- 
per oi] tanker. 

The ship now under construction 
— spotted by U.S. reconnaissance 
satellites — is at the Nikolayev 
Shipyards on the Black Sea. The 
intelligence photoes indicate a ship 
of about 30,000 tons, about the 
size of an American Essex-class 
carrier. The U.S. Navy's diggest 
ship, the mnuclear-powered carrier 
Enterprise, is about 75,000 tons. 

Although carriers have been the 
Dackbone of the American Navy for 
several years, the Soviets have ne- 
ver built a true carrier. The So- 
viets’ helicopter carriers are used 
as combination guided missile crui- 
sers and anti-submarine vessels.

The Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry will have to decide on a 
new policy for controlling the flour 


In the past, there had been no 
control over the amount of flour 
which each of the country’s 22 
mills produced, and cut-throat com- 
petition ruled in the market. A 
group of millers approached 
the Ministry of ‘Commerce and 
warned that, if some form of cont- 
rol were not introduced, their in- 
dustry would collapee. 

In response, the Minister, Mr. Pin- 
has Sapir, issued regulations setting 
quotas for the mills, and issued 
tenders for supplies. Two of the 
Mills objected to this, and went to 
the High Court to have the regu- 


lations revoked. 

In its yesterday, the Court 
held that the system imposed by 
the. Ministry wag unacceptable, and 
advocated that a new policy be 
worked out. Until Ministry offic- 
lals finalize a new policy, the in- 
dustry has been returned to the 
status quo ante of unrestricted 
competition.

Nevertheless, the price of 
Rassco shares rose yesterday on the 
stock market, several brokers claim- 
ing that they had only bought at 
tising prices since they had been 
misled, 


The present huge interest in 
Rassco started several days ago 
with a report in “Ha'aretz” saying 
that Clal and American interests 
were prepared to buy out the Jewish 
Agency’s holdings in Rasseo, Mr. 
Arye Dulzin, Treasurer of the Jew- 
ish Agency, issued a statement that 
“interest” had indeed been shown 
in purchasing the shares, but he° 
claimed that this interest had not 
even jelled inte solid negotiations. 
Mr. Dulzin did not specify who had 
shown the interest. 

Mr. Dulzin, told The Jerusalem 
Post jast night that he had an- 
nounced some time ago that the 
Agency was prepared to sell the 
Rasseo company. Recently, the 
Agency had an inquiry from 8 τὸ- 
presentative of a group of investors, 
the identity of whom has not been 
disclosed. Negotiations for the sale 
have not yet actualy begun, Mr. 
Dulin said.
